FEW TROOPS. 
SAIL ON KILPATRICK,

SAN FRANCISCO, April 12.—The de- 
parture of the transport Kilpatrick at 
noon today was notable for the small 
number of troops, and other passen- 
gers that went on the vessel to the 
Philippines.

WANT PROOF 
OF CHARGES. 


“Freedom” Has Taken 
Loo Many Liberties. 


It Accuses Commission 
of Corruption.

Gov. Taft Explains and De- 
fends Action Against 
Manila Editors. 


[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 


CINCINNATI, April 12.—Gov.-Gen. 
Taft of the, Philippines was today 
shown a copy of the letter written by 
Rev. David Philipson, published this 
morning. After reading Dr. Philipson’'s 
letter, Gov. Taft said: 

“Dr. Philipson assumes that the 
prosecution of the editor of the Free- 
dom is based on a criticism of the pol- 
icy adopted by the commission. In 
this I know that he is entirely in er- 
ror. The prosecution of the Freedom, 
as may perhaps be gathered from the 
dispatches, and as I know from pre- 
vious history, is for charging that the 
members of the commission, or some 
of them. without naming any one of 
them, enjoy what is vulgarly known as 
a ‘graft,’ that is, that they are cor- 
ruptly receiving money for their action 
as commissioners. Prosecution 
been begun, it is said, under the se- 
dition law, against the editor of the 
Freedom, in which he will have a full 
opportunity to show, as a defense, that 
such corruption exists, if it does ex- 
ist. 

“Under a law of libel, a charge that 
a public body or that a member of a 
public body is guilty of corruption is 
not a charge upon which a suit by 
any particular member, not named, of 
that body can be founded. Under the 
sedition law a charge of that kind 
against a governmental body can be 
prosecuted, and the defendant given an 
opportunity to show that it is true. It 
does not aid the discussion, nor ts it 
material whether it be called sedition 
or criminal libel to call such a prose- 
cution lese majeste. 

“The question presented is simply 
whether a newspaper shall be permitted 
day after day to charge that the hign- 
est governmental body in the islands 


using their power to make money, 
without any opportunity to any me.n- 
ber of the body, or to the body as a 
whole, to take action by a suit, before 
a court regularly constituted, to pun- 
ish such malicious misstatements, if 
they are malicious, or to give the per- 
son making them the opportunity of 
showing that they are true. 
“The second circumstance referred 
to by Dr. Philipson is the Tayabas re- 
port of Maj. Gardener, as civil gov- 
ernor of that province. Dr. Philipsen 
Says that the report was suppressed by 
the governmental authorities. How 
suppressed? The facts are that in tes- 
tifvying before the committee I volun- 
teered without suggestion from the 
committee to present to it certain re- 
ports to rebut the charges that there 
was no tranquillity in provinces said to 
be pacified. There was no obligation 
on my part, therefore, to present any 
report in regard to the Tayabas mat- 
ter, for I was not asked to do so. Be- 
fore the time when I presented the te- 
ports I had submitted the Tayabas :e- 
port to the Secretary of War for inves- 
tigation.“

SAN JOSE, April 12.—The fourth bi- 
ennial convention of the Republican 
League Clubs of the State will open 
in this city at 11 o'clock Monday morn- 
ing.

OW TO FIND YOUR WAY 
WHEN LOST. 


“When you discover that you are lost. 
first stop and pull yourself together. 
Recall the direction in which yeu 
started from camp—whether you went 
north, south, east, or west. You can 
always do this, if you try. The next 
step is to fix the points of the compass. 
When that is done, you will be able 
to go in the general direction you wish. 
Find a mature tree that stands apart 
from“ its fellows. Even if it is enly 
slightly separated it will do. ‘The bark 
of this tree will be harder, drier, and 
lighter in color on the south side. On 
the north it will be darker, an! cften 
at the roots it will have a clump of 
mold or moss. On the south sides of 
all evergreen trees, gum, which oczes 
from wounds or knot holes, will be 
hard and amber colored; on the rorth 
this gum is softer, gets covered with 
dust, and is of a dirty gray. In fall, or 
winter, trees which show a rough bark 
will have nests of insects in the crev- 
ices on their south sides. A tree which 
stands in the open will have its Aarger 
limbs and rougher bark on the south 
side. You have many evergreens in 
your part of the country, cone bearing, 
or coniferous, trees—firs, spruce, ce- 
dars, hemlocks, pines. They ought to 
be compasses. Hardwood trees 
the oak, the ash, elms, hickories, mes- 
quits, and so forth—have moss and 
mold on the north. Leaves are smaller, 
tougher, lighter in color, and with 
darker veins on the south: on the north 
they ere longer, of darker green, and 
with lighter veins. Spiders build on 
the south sides. In the South air 
plants attach themselves to the north 
sides. Cedars bend their tips to the 


south. Any sawed or_cut stump will 


give you the compass points, because 
the concentric rings are thicker on the 
south side.

He 
was no more than 19, so the time was 
about 1831. It was so great a passion 
that, as he tells us, for a period of four 
years it excluded every other thought. 
After five-and-twenty years, as he told 
his friend Forster, he could not think 
of the episode without pain. ‘I never 
can see the face or hear the voice with- 
out all the old scenes being called up.’ 
“Now comes the interesting question, 
whose was this face and voice, and 
who was this prototype of ‘Dora’ and 
‘Mrs. Finching’—who was this youthful 
love of the thirties when Boz was not 
20 years old? We can, indeed, only 
speculate, but the speculation is very 
close to certainty. Some years ago a 
well-known firm of autograph dealers, 
who once had for sale the first receipt 
for the ‘Pickwick’ copy money, were 
in possession of a number of early let- 
ters of Boz written at this time. They 
were twelve in number, and were ad- 
dressed to a friend named Henry Kolle 
—a clerk in a city bank. The young 
men became very intimate, waiked and 
rode together, and it was to Kolle that 
Boz confided his first contribution to a 
magazine, in a letter that is of extra- 
ordinary interest. | 
“The two friends used to frequent the 
house of a family named Beadnell, 
where there were two attractive sis- 
ters, to one of whom Kolle became at- 
tached. The other was the object of 
Dickens's affection. Before 1833 Kolle 
had married. Dickens was not so for- 
tunate. His suit was opposed by the 
_ parents—notably by the mother. As 
would seem from the following letter, 
the courtship was carried on clandes- 
tinely: ‘As I was requested in a note 
I received this morning to forward my 
answer by the same means as my first 
note, I am emboldened to ask you if 
you will be so kind as to deliver the en- 
closed for me when you practise your 
customary duet this afternoon.’ 

“This letter is undated, but it is 
clearly written when both were bach - 
lors, the favored Kolle practising musi- 
with his flancée, the poor youth Charles 
„hidden the house. If Miss Bea inel! 
was like Dora, as is said, she must 
have been a fascinating little creature; 
and this story quite accords with that 
of the fictitious maiden. The dis- 
agreeable Miss Murdstone, who kept 
guard over ‘Dora,’ may have been sug- 
gested by the hostile mamma. 

“Years later Dickens went to call on 
his old flame. He saw the stuffed Jip 
in the hall, and the interview so re- 
vived the old feelings that not long 
after he began the touching episode of 
Dora.“ These feelings were, of course, 
independent of the rather grotesque 
ones which the changed appearance 
and flighty behavior of the heroine pro- 
duced. And the embodiment of these 
he reserved for a later story—'‘Litt'e 
Dorrit’'—when his once-fascinating 
‘Dora’ became Flora Finchire.’ Some 
cynics have dealt rather harshly with 
Boz for thus ridiculing what shou'd 
have been sacred to him, bui they for- 
get that he had already enshrined all 
that was tender and romantic in the 
history in the exquisiteiy attractiv> 
Dora. He was fairly entitled to present 
this other view of the- matt:

OUTH AMERICAN’ RELA- 


TIONS. 


The estimate of us held by the 
other republics of this hemisphere has 
not always been free from jealousy or 
suspicion, says John W. Foster in the 
April Atlantic. Neither are our com- 
mercial relations with them upon a sat- 
isfactory basis. There are several rea- 
sons for this, two of the leading ones 
being, first, the lack of frequent and 
direct communication, and, second, the 
absence of satisfactory tariff arrange- 
ments. Much might be done to over- 
come the first if our government would 
give greater encouragement to the es- 
tablishment of steamship lines, and the 
second if satisfactory reciprocity 
treaties could be made. 

Social intercourse is quite apt to follow 
commerce. With Mexico, since the 
opening of the various railroad lines, 
we have established not only a large 
commerce, but quite intimate financial 
and soctal relations; but with the other 
countries we have little trade and less 
social intercourse. There are good rea- 
sons for the latter. Aside from this 
similarity of our systems of govern- 
ment we possess little in common with 
Latin America. They have a different 
language, religion and historical asso- 
ciation. Their government loans, finan- 
cial exchanges, and banking are with 
Europe; their steamship communica- 
tion is most frequent to the ports of 
that continent, and the tide of travel 
turms thither. .... 

There is also a-reason of a personal 
character which has operated to our 
disadvantage with the Latin-American 
countries. Too little attention has been 
given to the fitness of the diplomatic 

and consular representatives sent to 
| them dy our government. It is a ca-

ARMING OUT CONVICTS. 


The idea of a sovereign State leas- 
ing out men convicted of offenses 
against its laws to a private individual 
to be used by him for money-making 
purposes is certainly repugnant 
American sentiment. 

njamin F. Blackburn, who was al- 
ready thoroughly familiar with the 
subject, recently made an extended 
tour through Georgia to ascertain the 
present conditions of this system in 
that State, and the results so far at- 
ta „ In an article called “Farming 
Out Cofivicts,” in the April number of 
Frank Leslie's Popular Monthly. he 
has set forth the results of his investi- 
gation, and in speaking of the State 
farm, he says: “Both in sanitary en- 
vironment and regulation and moral 
custodianship, the farm is a splendid 
improvement on the old system, or any 
system in the world, for that matter. 
The inmates have an abundance of air, 
room and medical care, whereas their 
food is more varied than in the camps 
of the able-bodied. In addition, the 
work required of them is no more se- 
vere than that which they followed 
prior to imprisonment. 

“The farm is not operated under 
lease contract, but directly by the 
State, for the reason that it had been 
demonstrated that the lessee did not 
always show the care in nursing the 
diseased and disabled that conditions

demanded, and could not be expected 
with | 


to look after their medical care 
the same consideration as would the 
State. The lessee was not a promoter 
of sanitariums. 
the labor of the individual per head, 
and naturally enough wanted its value 
in toil. The hospital rat had no wel- 
come in his camp. Under the existing 
law the camp physician is expected to 
guard against possible wrong by de- 
porting the afflicted to State farms as 
soon as it shall appear that infirmities 
have set in. 

There are under the management of 
the State farm at present 157 aged and 
infirm men, eighty-five women and 
nineteen boys and girls under fifteen 
years of age.

Most people know that beer is 
malted barley, flavored with hops—but 
what is entailed in malting the Warley 
and flavoring it with hops, and stowing 
the resulting liquor in barrels, is little 
dreamt of by the philosopher who calls 
at the bar for his bottle of Bass. In 
the olden days, when William Bass, 
1777, laid the foundation of the present 
business, it might have been possible 
to understand the ins and outs of. his 
brewery in an afternoon’s call. His 
pioneer establishment was of the size 
of a moderate garden. Now Bass’s 
premises extend over 150 acres, The 
original power in the brewery was 
manual, aided by a horse occasionally— 
now the steam engines in Bass's aggre- 
gate about 1000 horse-power. 

Old William Bass carted his beer 
about the rutty country roads with the 
help of a few horses. His descendants, 
to manipulate their traffic in their own 
premises alone, run some eleven spe- 
cial brewery locomotives, each capable 
of drawing 200 tons. In their stables 
are more than 100 grand horses, and 
now the ubiquitous motor car has en- 
tered upon the scene to take the piace 
of the horses. 

On their own premises, Basses own 
some fifteen miles of railway line, and 
have the power to run their trains over 
seven miles of branch line belonging to 
the Midland Railway Company. They 
employ about 86,000 railway trucks in 
the course of six months, and have 
loaded as many as 666 trucks in one 
day, when nearly 10,000 barrels of beer 
were dispatched. Ten thousand barrels 
of beer in one day, from one of thirty 
breweries!—no temperance advocate 
who respects Ms feelings should go to 
Burton! That is more than enough 
beer to allow every h@seholder in the 
United Kingdom a glassful. 

William Bass could have entered the 
record of every cask he had in use on 
one page of his cask stock book. It 
would take a large page to record the 
casks in use now, for they number 
450,000. Where William Bass employed 
ten men, his successors employ one— 
owing to machinery—yet at the brew- 
ery in Burton there are 3000 men and 
boys at work. In the course of an or- 
dinary brewing season, Bass's send out 
1,500,000 barrels, the major part filled 
with pale ale, and they receive into the 
works raw matcrial in excess of 100,000 
tons. 

One could quote figures on this scale 
without end, but perhaps there is no 


fact that could bring home more forci- — 


bly the magnitude of the present-day 
beer trade than the statement that this 
one firm alone contributes in duty to 
the national exchequer between $8500 
and $9000 every working day in the 
year!—{ Pearson's Magazine for April.

HE DANISH ISLANDS. 


For many years negotiations have 
been in progress between Denmark 
and the United States for the purchase 
of the Danish West Indies—St. Thomas, 
St. John and St. Croix; in fact, ag far 
back as 1867, a vote was taken on the 
island of St. Thomas, which resulted 
in 1244 for and 22 against, but the mat- 
ter failed in the United States Senate. 
At present it seems, however, that at 
last negotiations will soon close. The 
Senate has voted favorably on the 
treaty, and instead of $15,000,000, which 
Denmark wished in 1867, she has now 
accepted $5,000,000. The last step will 


be the ratification by the Danish Par- 


liament—the Rigsdag.“ which will be 
the last formality. It is said that 
Congress will likely legislate for the 
islands similar to the present laws of

Los Angeles Election 


Contest Ended. 


Finding. of the Lower Court 


Reversed—Complications 
May Result. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMFS.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, April 12.—{Bxclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The Supreme Court 
handed down a decision today in the 
Patterson-Hanley contested-election 
cage on appeal from Los Angeles, re- 
versing the decision of the lower court. 
che case was remanded with directions 
to Judge Allen to recount the ballots to 
which. objections were made at the 
first recount, and, combining the result 
with the tally of ballots formerly 
counted without objection, to make its 
findings accordingly. The decision is 
rendered by Chief Justice Beatty, and 
Justices Van Dyke and Henshaw con- 
cur. Justices Harrison, McFarland, 
Temple and Garoutt also concur in the 
main points, but take exception to some 
clauses. 
The case is of special interest, as it 
will have a bearing on other election 
In serutinizing the rejected ballots 
the Supreme Court is of the opinion 
that upon a proper recount of ballots 
not properly marked, Patterson would 
have a plurality of twelve votes, in- 
stead of Hanley's plurality of eleven. 
The opinion is exhaustive, covering 
every point of controversy. 
Chief Justice Beatty refers to the 
present bailot system as defective, in 
the following language: Certain it is 
that no law hitherto enacted has ever 
provided any effective means of pre- 
‘venting a voter so disposed from put- 
ting upon a perfectly legal ballot a 
mark by which it can be certainly and 
easily identified. As remarked by Jus- 
tice Temple in delivering the . opinion 


of this court, in Jennings vs. Brown 


(114 Cal., 307.) ‘the so-called Australian 
ballot system recures secrecy of voting 
only when the elector desires it and 
has sufficient independence to _ insist 
upon it. But the voter can, by one 
who has sufficient power over him, be 
forced to so mark his ballot that it can 
be identified. Many ways might be 
suggested in which this could be done 
without destroying the legality of the 
_ ballot.’ 

“What was said of the so-called Aus- 
tralian or reform ballot could have 
been said with equal truth of the bal- 
lot which preceded it, of the reform 
ballot in itd present stage of deveiop- 
ment. Under every form of ballot of 
which we have had any experience, the 
voter has been allowed—and it seems 
to be agreed that he must be allowed— 
the privilege of casting his vote for 
any person for any office by writing his 
name in the proper ce. Take the 
ballot in its present form, what would 
prevent the elector from writing the 
name of any other elector, or even his 
own name, in the blank column, under 
title of any office as might be agreed 
between him and the person purchas- 
ing or coercing his vote. Such ballot, 
if otherwise correctly market, would be 
perfectly legal, and at the same time 
would be perfectly identified by the se- 
lected name, by its position on the bal- 
lot, by handwriting, and by vote for 
persons in whose behalf it was pur- 
chased or coerced.” 

Justice McFarland concurs in the 
findings, but notes the following ex- 
‘ception: 

I would not wish to be understood 
as concurring in that part of said 
opinion which might be construed as 
commendation of or apology for our 
present complex imported election law.” 


HANLEY GOES OUT. 
MAKES BOARD REPUBLICAN. 
James Hanley, Democrat, for almost 

ten years Supervisor of the Fifth Dis- 
trict, must now. step down and out. 
for the Supreme Court decided against 
him .yesterday in the electibn contest 
‘instituted by Charles E. Patterson, 
Republican postmaster of Burbank. 
Hanley has been serving his third term, 
which began on Janutry 1. 1901, and 
all these years has been the lone, 
lorn Democrat on the board, and the 
one hope of his district, as far as po- 
litical plums for the faithful were 
concerned. 

Yesterday the few of his appointees 
round the Courthouse were looking 
mighty glum. 5 

Hanley's district comprises the First 
and Etghth wards of Los Angeles, be- 
sides that great Antelope Valley. He 
was at Chatsworth Park yesterday 
looking after roads, when the fatal 
neus reached Los Angeles, and he 
did not know that he had been officially 
guillotined until evening.

UNIVERSITY EXPANSION. 


Los Angeles College of Law Affiliates 
With the Methodist Institution of 
Southern California. 


The Los Angeles College of Law has 
affiliated with the University of South- 
ern California and hereafter will be 
conducted as a part of the latter insti- 
tution, although still retaining quar- 
ters in the business district. The agree- 
ment was signed Thursday by the trus- 
tees of the university and of the col- 
lege, and became effective at once. It 
is expected that closer bonds of union 
will follow. ; 
Under the new arrangement degrees 
and diplomas will be gragted to law 
students by the university, and the 
faculty of that institution will pre- 
scribe the course of study in the law 
college. Law students will receive the 
degree of Bachelor of Laws after a two 
years’ course. 
For the first time in its history the 
University of Southern California now 
has schools of medicine, law and den- 
tistry, and as its endowment fund ha 
reached nearly $200,000, its sphere of 
— is expected to expand rap- 
y. 

The Los Angeles College of Law was 
eee year ago, its board of trus- 
tees bein composed of George L. Sand- 
ers, president; Dr. F. M. Parker, sec- 
retary; Nathan Newby, Elizabeth I.. 
Kenney, W. C. Petchner, James W. 
Mays and Dean William T. Randall of 
‘the University of Southern California. 
Early morning and late afternoon 
classes have been conducted, the mem- 
bers of the faculty serving without 
remuneration, and the college has 
flourished financially and educationally. 
Starting without funds, the receipts 
for the year were five times greater 
than the expenditures, and from this 
indication it is believed the affiliation 
will prove of benefit to the university 
as well as to the college, Permanent 
quarters for the law school have not 
vet been selected, but they will be cen- 
‘tral. Most of the students are em- 
ployed as clerks in the offices of at- 
torneys, and there is said to be a 
growing demand for law students in 
such positions.

Adams-street Residents 
Besiege Loy Kee. 


Chinaman’s Lawyer Shot 
at Law Yesterday. 


Unsightly Fence, Noise and 
Odor a Nuisance—Dr. 
Brill Blamed. 


The newest race war has been de- 
clared out at University. The Cauca- 
sians of the swell residence district 
around and about the corner of Adams 
and Hoover streets are trying to freeze 
out a handful of Chinese. The “yel- 
low peril,” which constitutes the casus 
belli, is a laundry. The Chinese are 
well provisioned and barricaded behind 
a fifteen-foot board fence. Exzept for 
the blood and starvation it is a pocket 
edition of the siege of Peking. 

Loy Kee, the boss and leader of the 
washhouse band, is a 
type of the patient and doggedly-de- 
termined Oriental. After running the 
gauntiet of all the restrictive exclu- 
son laws and abiding by the many 
regulations necessary for a Chink to 
exist here, he set out to get rich from 
the patronage of the people who de- 
test his very company. Unable to se- 
cure a permit to establish himself 
among enemies he went farther and 
first defied and then attacked the law. 
His arrest followed, but this has not 
in the least worried him. He em- 

loyed counsel and is prepared to 
fight in the courts for the right to 
wash clothing among the brown-stone 
fronts. Meanwhile, he keeps at his 
washing and soliciting more business 
among the people who are so strenu- 
ously trying to exclude him. Such de- 
termination in a white man would soon 
put him at the head of a trust. 

TESTING CITY ORDINANCE, 

The rights of Loy Kee hang on the 
validity of a city ordinance, regulat- 
ing the -conduct of laundries. The or- 
dinance has been in force several 
years, it having never been challenged. 
The Chinaman was arrested April 8 
and allowed to go on his own recog- 
nizgance. Yesterday a demurrer to the 
complaint was filed by W. C. Batchel- 
ler, counsel for the Chinaman, and the 
law points raised will be argued. be- 
fore Justice Austin next Friday. 

The ordinance requires the securing 
of a permit from the Board of Fire 


applicant for permission must secure 
certificates from the City Health Offi-. 
cer and the Chief of the fire depart- 
ment, and on these the board grants 
or refuses a —- 

When Loy Kee applied for a permit 
he found the residents of his proposed 
scene of operations had arrived first. 
A petition from property owners urg- 
ing the refusal of permission was filed 
with the Fire Commissioners before 
the Chinaman had made his applica- 
tion. On the strength of this opposi- 
tion the Chinaman's application was 
turned down, and he was given no 
hope. But Loy would not be kept out, 
and he began operations without a 
permit and in defiance of the law. His 
arrest followed, and arguments on the 
constitutionality of the ordinance will 
be heard by Justice Austin next Fri- 


day. 
RIGHT AT THEIR BACK DOORS.

The objectionable laundry 
Quincy street, near Hoover, and be- 
tween Adams and Twenty-fifth 
streets. It is at the back-doors of fine 
residences on Adams and pretty homes 
on Twenty-fifth. It is on the property 
of Dr. William Brill, who owns most 
of the lots on Quincy street, which is 
but one block long. Besides several 
dwellings and the laundry there are on 
the street a grocery, livery stable, bi- 
cycle store and blacksmith shop. The 
laundry, with its high green fence 
coming out to the sidewalk, is most 
conspicuous. 
Dr. Brill is blamed by thé residents 
for letting his property for such pur- 
and thus injuring the district for 

omes. He does not himself reside in 
the neighborhood, and the people say 
that for a paltry rental he has dam- 
aged the whole district. On Twenty- 
fifth street most of the residents own 
their homes, and yesterday one man 
deciared his intention of moving as 
soon as he could sell, although he had 
lived there fourteen years. He said 
that as Dr. Brill has several vacant 
lots people are fearing that a saloon 
and slaughterhouse will follow’ the 
Chinese laundry, LUvery stable and 
blacksmith shop. 
DR. BRILL “BILED CVER.” 
Dr. Brill is charged with being the 
backer of Loy Kee, and the real as- 
sailant of tbe ordinance, but he re- 
fused yesterday to admit he was tied 
that closely to the Chinaman. He be- 
came quite excited when the mattc> 
was broached to him. “Trouble” he 


exclaimed, “I haven't any trouble on 
Quincy street. I get all my intorma- 
tion about it from the news ers. 


They paint the thing up 4s a great 
nuisance. Boat just blaze away; blaze 
away. I'll get even when I get ready, 
if I want to.” 

The washhouse was erected by Dr. 
Brill on a permit for a $200 barn. The 
residents say that besides being an 
eyesore to the pretty district with its 
high fence, the laundry is a nuisance 
because of the smell and noise. It is 
asserted that the chattering Chinese 
habitually work until after midnight, 
and that sleep is impossible to those 
nearest by the laundry. 

Deputy Distrist-Attorney Chambers 
said yesterday that in his opinion the 
ordinance is constitutional and valid. 
The contention of W. 8. Batcheller is 
that Loy Kee cannot be compelled to 
secure a permit, in that he is merely 
conducting a lawful business in a law- 
ful way. ‘

On this afternoon we had 
walked our horses in the still air. 
stifling ourselves, and nearly choking 
the animals with alkali dust.

This city is run on the “European 
plan,” and there are accommodations 
for every rse. 

Under th circumstances, who has 
a right to grumble? 

Members of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and other organizations and in- 
dividuals of Los Angeles have been re- 
ceiving communications showing the 
harm that the misleading reports con- 
cerning the “extortionate methods” of 
local hotel proprietors, as lately spread 
abroad, have done the city. 

Mrs. Frank Wiggins, chairman of 
the Hotel Committee for the coming 
session of the National Federation of 
Women's Clubs, has taken up the mat- 
ter in the pamphlet which she has pre- 
pared for the visitors, in an effort te 
make the facts appear as they are. 

MISCHIEF DONE. 

It cannot be doubted that the mis- 
directed tirade against the hotels of 
the city, charging them with “‘squeez- 
ing“ tourists, has damaged the good 
name of Los Angeles in the minds of 
the traveling public to an extent that 
can never be estimated; for both M. 
M. Potter of the Van Nuys and G. 
S. Holmes of the Angelus, the two 
proprietors against whom the chief 
charges were made, have since been 
receiving letters from travelers, who 
would be desirable guests to Los An- 
geles, which read like this: “Please 
cancel the reservations of rooms made 
for me, as the reports of hotel extor- 
tion in your city have induced me to 
visit elsewhere.“ : 

Letters of that tone, coming into ‘the 
city mean numberless decisions of the 
same sort by oncoming tourists, who 
are never heard from, but quietly give 
Los Angeles a wide berth. On the 
other hand, both proprietors men- 
tioned have receiv numbers of vol- 
untary communications from former 
guests, who were acquainted with the 
facts, testifying to the excellent treat- 
ment which Los Angeles hotels had 
afforded them, and deploring the ef- 
fect which the misleading reports ‘are 
having on the strangers who have not 
yet entered the gates. The “extortion” 
stories did not take long to spread 
through the country, and upset much 
of the work of advertising the city 
done at large cost by its citizens. 

Investigation by a Times reporter of 
the “extortion” reports shows Los An- 
geles to be possessed of hotel accom- 
modations fitted to every variety of 
human being that roams the earth, 
running from a night’s lodging and 
breakfast gratis to a $15 apartment 
and a $10 dinner. 

Incidentally some -news might be 
given the citizens of Los Angeles con- 
cerning the scope of the local first- 
class hotels, the lavish manner in 
which they are conducted, and the 
Class of travel which their high-priced 
but worth-the-money accommodations 
have drawn to the city—the class 
which would not come if it could not 
secure absolutely the best, and the 
kind that costs. 

THEY WANT IT. 

Last week there was at one of the 
“roasted” hotels a party of four, whose 
Sunday dinner in the hotel café 
amounted to $47, and had averaged $40 
a night for four nights previous. Lots 
of money—but they wanted what cost 
ener and had no objection in paying 
or it. 

Los Angeles has been full of such 
people all winter, and if there were not 


| hotels in the city which could furnish 


them the high-priced things which they 
demand, they would go elsewhere with 
their money. It is not good to boast 
that a city’s hotels are all cheap, but 
rather to boast how many high-priced 
hotels can be kept full all winter—and 
that the high-priced people who come 
to them, and know what good living is, 
and what it costs, all say they get. 
their money's worth. For they do so 
declare, despite contrary reports. 

When the Duke of Newcastle made 
his visit here during the winter he 
voluntarily declared to a person not 
connected with the hotels that the ac- 
commodations of the hostelry where he 
was staying were without a lack, and 
urexcelled in management in the 
World.“ He paid for his comforts right 
royally—but he expected to. 

A distinguished woman lately here, 
who is connected with the St. Louis 
Word's Fair, and who took apartments 
at another hotel—and not at. cheap 
rates—declared voluntarily to the pro- 
prietor on leaving that nothing more 
could be asked by a traveler than he 
had furnished, and that his was the 
first hotel west of the Mississippi 
where she had received her money's 
worth in accommodation and service, as 
such things are counted in the East. 
It was not because it was the house 
that had granted the lowest rates—but 
because it gave the money's worth, 
that it pleased. This charging in full 
for goods received is sometimes called 
extortion by the man whose purse de- 
mands that he stay at a house where 
accommodations are just - one-half 
cheaper, but who languishes for the 
purple and fine linen of the best hotel. 

If one pays too. much for his hotel 
accommodations in Los Angeles it is 
his own fault, for if he has gone. into 
the Angelus, Van Nuys or Westmin- 
ster, he knows before he engages his 
apartments what he will have to pay 
for them, and if he can’t afford them 
all he has to do is to go down the 
street and try the next hotel. There 
is a class of people coming in all the 
time who must have those high-priced 
accommodations, or none at all. In- 
vestigation just made at the hotels in 
question shows that the vacant rooms 
are the cheap rooms, and as the scale 
goes up it is correspondingly harder 
to secure quarters. 

There is no sliding scale at the big 
hotels, except as there is a sliding 
Wale in every business—old customers 
at any counter are always treated 
differently from the stranger. There 
is a rate for traveling men, and one 


for tourists; and this has caused much 
of the confusion. But when a man 
leaves the counter of the Angelus cr

Here 
are some of the good medium-priced 
hotels on Spring and Broadway: Hol- 
lenbeck, capacity 300; prices $1 to $7.50 
per day, $6 to $16.50 per week; Nadeau, 
capacity 300, prices the same; Van 
Nuys Broadway, $1 to $7 for apartment 
for two with bath; Ross}yn, capacity 
300, prices $1 to $3 per day, average 
$10 to $14 per week; Palms, capacity 
150, prices 75 cents to $3 per day, $3 to 
$12.50 per week. 

Here are some of the good but 
cheaper houses: Natick, capacity 20, 
prices 50 cents to $1.50 per day, 83 
to $10 per week: Baltimore. «avacity 
100, prices $1 per day, $6 to $12 per 
week; Ramona, capacity 150, prices 50 
cents to $1. $3 to $10 per week; Colon- 
ade, capacity 100, prices $1 to $2 per 
day. $35 to $12 per week; Broadway, ca- 
pacity 250, prices 75 cents to $1.50 per 
day, $5 to $1050 per week.

CHRISTIAN SCIENCE. 


TWO VIEWS OF THE QUESTION. 

The Times has received the follow- 
ing communication from Frank W. 
Gale of the Christian Science Pubili-

fornia: 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 4, 1902.—[To 
the Editor of The Times:] In a re- 
cent issue of your paper, an “English 
View of Christian Science,” was re- 
published from: the London Times. As 
this view is prejudiced and mislead- 
ing, I ask the courtesy of your col- 
umns for a brief correction. 

The correspondent of the London 
Times in the article referred to criti-’ 
cises Mrs. Eddy and her relation to 
Christian Science and to Christianity, 
and conveys the impression that she 
claims more than she is entitled to. It 
is not thought strange that Moses 
should be considered authority on the 
teachings of Judaism, or that the New 
Testament writers should be looked to 
for the teachings of Christianity; then 
why should not the author of “Science 
and Health, With Key to the Scrip- 
tures.“ the text-book of Christian 
Science, be considered authority on the 
teachings of Christian Science? As 
Mrs. Eddy has given to the world this 
spiritual interpretation ff the scrip- 
tures, which she has named Christian 
Science, who is better qualified than 
she to define its teachings? Science 
and Health, With Key to the Scrip- 
tures.“ is what its name indicates, the 
“Kev to the Scriptures,” and is not 
intended to, and does not, displace the 
Bible, but unlocks its spiritual mean- 
ing, and enables its students to prove 
the truth of its teachings. 

In saying “No person can take the 
place of the author of ‘Science and 
Health,’ the discoverer and founder of 
Christian Seience,“ Mrs. Eddy has but 
stated a self-evident fact. The con- 
text referred to the Virgin Mary and 
Jesus of Nazareth, and was intended 
to refute the erroneous assumption 
that any other persons could take their 
place, or fulfill their mission, for she 
adds: Each individual must fill his 
own niche in time and eternity.” 

Mrs. Eddy says, in “Retrospection 
and gintrospection:” As the pion 
of Christian Science, I stood alone in 
this conflict, endeavoring to smite er- 
ror with the falchion of Truth.” Then | 
is it any wonder that in fulfilling her 
mission, she should verify Jesus’ words 
to His disciples, “Ye shall drink, in- 
deed, of my cup?” And, having drunk 
most deeply of this cup, and triumphed 
over the claims of evil, it is neither 
“grotesque’”’ nor revolting: but rather 
inspiring and helpful, when Mrs. Eddy 
says: No one else can drain the cup 
which I have drunk to the dregs, as 
the discoverer and teacher of Chris- 
tian Science; neither can its inspira- 
tion be gained without tasting this 
cup.”

‘DENIES INJUNCTION 
AGAINST POLICE. 


— — 


Fight Still Raging and Legality of 
Gas Ordinance. to Be Tested on Ap- 
peal of Criminal Case from Police 
Court. 


i — — — 


Fighters against the gas works in 
the Eighth Ward are encouraged by 
a ruling of Judge Shaw yesterday in 
the case of Mrs. Caroline W. Dobbins 
against the city of Los Angeles, where- 
in she seeks to enjoin the defendant 
forever from interfering with her plans. 
Her gas factory is in course of construc- 
tion, but for the last two weeks work 
has been stopped by order of the court, 
and prior to that time the police were 
kept busy arresting workmen who 
were violating the city ordinance pro- 
hibiting gas works within certain lim- 
Its. 

It was to prevent police interference 
that Mrs, Dobbins began her injunc- 
tion suit. 

Judge Shaw's decision yesterday was 
against her. 4 

it was ordered by the court that the 
temporary restraining order granted 
to her be dissolved; that the city’s de- 
murrer to the complaint be sustained, 
and that judgment be entered in favor 
of the defendant on the demurrer and 
for costs. The city’s motion, however, 
to strike out certain portions of the 
complaint was denied. 

In making the above order Judge 
Shaw handed down no written opinion, 
but afterwards stated to a Times re- 
porter that he had based his course on 
the law as laid down in a recent deci- 
sion by Judge Wellborn of the District 
Court. It seems that a court of equity 
is without jurisdiction In the premises, 
and therefore Mrs. Dobbins was asking 
for relief that Judge Shaw was with- 
out power to give. 

If she was seeking to test a city or- 
dinance, she was not going about it in 
the right way. 

Authorities say that “the office and 
urisdiction of a court of equity are 
imited to the protection of the rights 
of property, but it has no jurisdiction 
over the prosecution, the punishment 
or the pardon of crimes and miside- 
meanors. It is without jurisdiction in 
matters merely criminal and merely 
immoral.” Were this not 80. 
we should have the remarkable 
situation of courts of equity ex- 
ercising supervisory powers over the 
administration of a part, not incon- 
siderable, of the criminal laws of the 
country—laws regulating all establish- 
ments and trades Subject to the police 
power of the State, such as theaters, 


market places, siaughter-houses and 
gas works. Of course, such regula- 
tions unavoidably: affect property 


rights, but they are usually rendered 
effective only by making their viola- 
tions punishabie offenses. 

A city ordinance can properly be 
tested by habeas corpus proceedings or 
on appeal from a judgment of convic- 
tion in a lower court. 

It will be remembered that one F. A. 


| was convicted by Justice Austin last 
week of Newer geo | the gas ordinance 
and vas fined $100. On Friday an at- 
tempt was made to have him. before 
Judge Shaw on a writ of habeas cor- 
pus issued by Chief of Police Elton, 
but the return showed that the man 
was not in custody and the matter was 
dismissed. This appeal has now been 
effected and Judge Shaw will hear it 
tomorrow forenoon. 

The importance of the appeal lies in 
that fact that now, after many legal 
maneuvers, the gas ordinance is at last 
before the courts properly to be tested.

HIGHWAY COMMISSION. 
PLAN OF WORK OUTLINED. 
The Highway Commission of Los 
Angeles County is the name by which 
the ommittee to name roads, etc., ap- 
pointed by the Board of Supervisors, 
is to be known. The Executive Com- 
mittee, with C. B. Boothe, chairman, 
was empowered toj complete and per- 
fect the organization, and it has al- 
ready held two sessions, appointed sub- 
committees, devised a partial plan of 
work, and is gathering necessary in- 
formation to enable it intelligently to 
carry out a genera] scheme of road- 
naming and house-numbering, and 
will examine into the titles of the 
roadways now being considered by the 
committee. 
Ex-City Engineer F. H. Olmsted has 
been appointed chairman of the sub- 
committee on maps and engineering 
and is gathering the data which will 
enable him to construct a county map 
showing all the roads in use. He will 
start with a road running southeast- 
erly toward Santa Ana, and call in 
the services of A. L. Bancroft, origi- 
nator’ of the scheme, and Dr. O. 8. Bar- 
num, president of the Bicycle Associa- 
tion to formulate a pian of blocking 

and numbering that line of road, 

A sub-committee on road-naming 
has been formed, consisting of T. P. 
Lukens of Pasadena, who has traveled 
over more than a thousand miles of 
Los Angeles county roads, as chair- 
man. He will have associated with 
him on that committee C. B. Boothe 
of Los Angeles, and H. Goodwin of Hol- 
lywood. It will be their duty to ex- 
amine the system of roads leading 
from the city of Los Angeles in all 
directions towards the extreme limits 
of ‘the county, arrange them, where 
practicable, into continuous lengths, 
provide them with suitable names, and 
have them properly registered under 
those names. The result of their work 
will be submitted to a general meeting 
of the Highway Commission, consist- 
ing of thirty-two members, represent- 
ing all parts of the county, for their 
ratification, and those members will. be 
consulted in all the preliminary stages 
of the work. : 

Charles Cassatt Davis has been ap- 
pointed chairman of a sub-committee 
on law and ordinances. He will com- 
pile the legislative and Federal enact- 
ments relating to our highways, and 
ascertain the present status of exist- 
ing roads, and what measures are nec- 
essary to perfect or improve the titles. 
It has come to the knowledge of the 
committee that some of the supposed 
public highways have never been dedt- 
sated to the county, and are used only 
by the sufferance of private parties. 

A sub- committee on State and Fed- 
era] cohperation was appointed with. J. 
L. Starr as chairman, to ascertain 
what State aid may be looked for tn a 
general scheme of fhighway improve- 
ment, and also what methods are used 
by the United States postal service in 
operating their system of rural deliv- 
ery, and how the plans of the commis- 
sion might contribute to 
that service and better accommodate 
the people living along country roads.

The most interesting part of their 
work, from a spectacular point of view, 
is their skillful throwing of the lines 
or lassoing the clothes poles. The 
lines in most cases must be stretched 
from some rear window to a nearby 
clothes pole. The “line-up” man us- 
ually first fastens the house end and 
then throws the loose end to the pole 
in such a way that it will catch and 
hold fast until he has had time to 
climb down to the ground and up 
the pole where the line has caught. 

Uniess a line-up' man can do this 
trick successfully, he must have an @s- 
sistant on the pole to catch the loose 
end of the rope when he throws it. As 
a rule, the men are remarkably expert 
in such work. They will throw a line
